• Breakfast and lunch will be 
provided in the cafeteria on a 
staggered lunch release or grab-
and-go option. 

• Mark spaced lines to enter 
cafeteria and while serving. 

• Marked entrance and exit flow 
paths. 

• Students will be required to 
wash hands before and after 
meals. 

• Hand sanitizer located in every 
classroom, office, and public 
area for use. 

• Disposable plates and utensils 
will be implemented. 

• Conduct deep cleaning of 
cafeteria after meals services is 
completed, particularly high 
touch areas. 

• Food service personnel will be 
provided masks/face coverings, 
gloves, hairnets/hair coverings 
and disposable aprons for food 
service.

Transitioning School building are closed. District/School Considerations:

• Staggered arrival and dismissal times at 

secondary level. 

• Keep students in same classroom with 

same staff to minimize inter-mingling. 

• Students and staff will wear face 

coverings/masks in public areas. 

• Conduct cleaning of hallways and high 

touch areas throughout the school day.

For elementary students in Mineral County 

School District a half day program will occur. 
• Half of the student population will 

attend classes for in-person instruction 

either in the morning or in the 

afternoon. During the opposite time of 

in-person instruction, students will be 

at home or with a caregiver and will be 

provided with home assignment to 

reinforce the instruction being provided 

during their in-person instruction. 

• Staggered recesses will be 

implemented. 

For secondary students in Mineral County 

School District a full in-person instruction will 

occur. 
• Due to student numbers, classrooms 

can facilitate instruction for the full day. 

• Classrooms size can accommodate 

holding between 15-22 students and 

staff per class period. 
• Junior High students will enter for the 

school day after high school students 

and exit prior to high school students. 

District/School Considerations: 

Implement standard operating 

procedures while taking preventative 

measures, such as: 
• Providing hand sanitizer for 

students, staff and visitors. 
• Conducting cleaning of 

classrooms and high touch 

surfaces each day. 
• Limiting physical interaction 

through partner or group work.

• Survey at-risk staff members to gauge 
their intentions in returning to work 
while maintaining confidentiality 
consistent with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) and other 
applicable federal and state privacy 
laws. 

• Survey families with vulnerable children 
to gauge their intentions in returning to 
work while maintaining confidentiality 
consistent with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) and other 
applicable federal and state privacy 
laws. 

• Provide remote/distance learning 
opportunities for vulnerable student 
populations in consultation with staff, 
parents and public health officials 

• Consult with local Board Attorney, 
District Human Resources and Nevada 
POOL/PACT officials to offer special 
accommodations (such as alternative 
assignment) for personnel who are 
members of vulnerable populations. 

• Adhere to FERPA and HIPPA 
requirements 

• Adhere to state and federal 
employment law and extended leave 
allowances 

• Offer an Employee Assistance Program 
to all staff members 

Implement standard operating 
procedures while taking preventative 
measures such as: 

• Establish a point of contact with 
local health officials/department 

• Identify and provide information 
regarding COVID-19 testing sites 

• Provide hand sanitizer to all 
students and staff 

• Provide PPEs to vulnerable 
students and staff as 
appropriate 

• Allow vulnerable students and 
staff to wear PPE throughout 
the school day, to the extent 
practicable 

• Allow vulnerable students to 
complete their coursework 
through a virtual 
distance/remote learning 
program 

• Establish a process for regular 
check-ins with vulnerable staff 
and students 

• Allow for early transitions for 
vulnerable students to transition 
from settings 

• Limit large 
gathering/interactions for 
vulnerable students and staff
